In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 433 a table showing the relation of sales in 
August 1937, and in the seven months February- 
August 1937, to sales in the corresponding periods of 
1936. Index numberst showing the relation of certain 
sales in August 1937 to average daily sales in 1933 are 
given in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons em- 
ployed at the end of August 1937 with those for the 
same date in 1936. A smaller number of concerns 
supply this information; the co-operative societies in 
particular at present report sales only. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH INDIVIDUAL 
STATISTICS 
In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
with the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there-

The Panama Canal was opened for commercial traffic 
in August 1914, and particulars of the traffic through 
the Canal have been published periodically in the 
‘* Panama Canal Record,’’ the most recent details 
being in respect of the year ended 30 June 1937. 


The present article is based only on such particulars 
as are available from the publication mentioned above; 
fuller and more detailed information will be available 
in the ‘‘ Annual Report of the Governor of the Panama 
Canal for the Fiscal Year ended 30 June 1937,’’ which 
will be published later in the year. 


Prior to the year ended 30 June 1935, the Panama

The United States’ share of the total tonnage, while 
still the greatest, fell steeply in both 1935-36 and 
1936-37. The latest figure, of just over one-third of the 
aggregate tonnage, is the lowest proportion recorded for 
the United States in any year since 1917-18, and shows 
4 considerable decline from some intervening years in 
which the share exceeded one-half. Of the other ves- 
sels, the British tonnage in each of the last seven years 
has been rather less than half that of all nationalities 
except the United States; in 1936-37 it showed an in- 
crease for the second year in succession, these increases 
arising in part from a decline in the United States 
tonnage using the Canal and in part from an increase in 
the British tonnage. The proportion held by Norwegian 
vessels increased to 12°0 per cent., continuing the 
steady rise shown since 1983-34. 


The total tonnage using the Canal in 1936-37 
amounted to 27,500,000 tons; this showed a decrease 
of some 500,000 tons, or 1°9 per cent., as compared 
with the previous year, and was the lowest recorded 
since 1932-33. The decline was due primarily to a 
decrease of 1,990,000 tons (174 per cent.) in United 
States commercial vessels; this followed appreciable 
decreases in each of the previous two years. British 
tonnage showed a further increase of 419,000 tons (6 
per cent.) and was higher, both absolutely and as a pro- 
Portion of the total, than in any year since 1929-30. 
Norway continued to hold the third place, the tonnage 





under this flag being 663,000 tons (25 per cent.) greater 
than in the previous year. The fourth position was 
again occupied by Japan, whose tonnage increased by 
14 per cent. compared with a year earlier. The 
Japanese and Norwegian figures have increased con- 
tinuously in each year since 1931-32. German tonnage 
was greater by 96,000 tons (8 per cent.) and Danish by 
103,000 tons (14 per cent.), these two countries retain- 
ing fifth and sixth positions as users of the Canal. 
Dutch tonnage rose by 197,000 tons (32 per cent.) to 
the highest figure recorded since the Canal was opened, 


while Greek tonnage has grown considerably in 
importance in the last two _ years. Panama 
and Sweden showed declines of 118,000 tons 


(18 per cent.) and 101,000 tons (16 per cent.) respec- 
tively, both these falls following increases in the 
previous year. Tonnage under the Danzig flag, which 
in 1935-36 had been the lowest since Danzig vessels 
were first recorded separately in 1923-24, fell to zero 
last year. 


CarGco CARRIED THROUGH THE CANAL 


In the table on page 436 particulars are given for 
the years ended 30 June 1926, 1936 and 1937, of the 
national net registered tonnage of the vessels belonging 
to the principal countries using the Canal and of the 
amount of cargo carried by such vessels, together with 
the number of tons of cargo carried per net registered 
ton. The year ended 30 June 1926 is the earliest year 
for which such information has been published. 


It will be seen that in the latest year the average 
amount of cargo carried by all vessels transiting the 
Canal was substantially higher than during the pre- 
vious year, being, for the second year, the highest so 
far recorded. An increase was shown for each of the 
nationalities specified, and for all other countries in 
the aggregate. Compared with 1925-26 also, the co- 
efficient showed an increase except in the case of the 
German traffic. 


Norway, whose coefficient had been the highest in 
the previous six years, took second place to Germany 
in 1936-37. The coefficient recorded for the United 
States showed a further marked increase, reaching the 
highest point since the information concerning net 
registered tonnage has been published. The British co- 
efficient was again the smallest, as in each year for 
which information is available, the marked difference 
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from the coefficients for other nationalities being due 
to the different character of the tonnage. 


Factors which may have led to the variation in the 
coefficient may be changes in the proportion of vessels 
passing through the Canal in ballast or in the utilisa- 
tion of existing cargo space, or an increase or decrease 
in the proportion of passenger vessels, which carry 
relatively little cargo compared with their total ton- 
nage. The published statistics do not distinguish 
between vessels in ballast and those carrying cargo, 
nor is any summarised information available as to the 
extent to which vessels are loaded with cargo. Par- 
ticulars relating to each vessel passing through the 
Canal are, however, published monthly.

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DIrReEcTION oF TRANSITS 


In each year for which statistics are available, j, 
since 1926, the number of commercial vessels passing 
through the Canal from Atlantic to Pacific has beg, 
greater than the number transiting the Canal in the 
reverse direction. In the year ended June 1937, 2,854 
vessels aggregating 14,709,000 tons net (Panama 
Canal measurement) and carrying 59,279 passenger 
passed through the Canal from Atlantic to Pacific, the 
corresponding figures for traffic in the opposite direg. 
tion being 2,512 vessels, 12,783,000 tons net, and 
47,246 passengers. The number of passengers has 
been greater in the Atlantic-Pacific direction in each 
year since 1930-31, the first year for which thege 
figures were published.

MINING AND QUARRYING INDUSTRIES IN 1936 


The Sixteenth Annual Report of the Secretary for Mines, 
and the twenty-ninth Annual Report of H.M,. Chiet 
Inspector of Mines under the Coal Mines Act, 1911, recently 
published, are in one volume and both relate to the year 
1936. 

The Report of the Secretary for Mines contains a general 
review of the Coal Mining Industry and of other Mining 
and Quarrying Industries, including an account of the 
working of the Coal Mines Act, 1930.

The volume also includes a Report of the Petroleum 
Department which is attached to the Mines Department. 
This Report includes particulars of the licences granted 
under the Petroleum (Production) Act, 1934, together with 
: map showing the location of the areas covered by these 
icences. 


Cuter [Nspector oF Mrvgs’ Report 

The Report of the Chief Inspector of Mines reviews the 
mining accidents which occurred during the year and dis- 
cusses generally the progress made in preventive measures, 
and the need for further progress, and the lines along which 
it can be made. Other subjects discussed are protective 
equipment, explosives and blood-poisoning.

HYDROGENATION-CRACKING OF TARS 


_ The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research has 
Just issued a *Report entitled ‘‘ The Hydrogenatior- 
Cracking of Tars, Part I1I—The Effect of Certain Variables 
ina Continuous Plant.’’ 

Hydrogenation-cracking is a process by which tars and 
tar oils may be converted into lower-boiling hydrocarbons, 
mainly hydrocarbon in nature, by treatment with hydrogen 
under high pressures and at elevated temperatures. The 
conditions commonly employed are a pressure of about 200 
atmospheres and a temperature of about 400° or 500° C. 
By suitably adjusting the temperature, pressure and other 
variable factors it is possible to manufacture either motor 
spirit or fuel oil, or a mixture of the two in any proportion. 

The hydrogenation-cracking process has been under in- 
vestigation at the Fuel Research Station for a number of 
years, and the present series of Reports gives an account of 
the course of the work and of the results achieved. Part I 
of the series dealt with preliminary experiments, including 
an extensive investigation of the effect of a number of pos- 
sible catalytic materials; the general conclusion drawn from 
these experiments was that as a catalyst for the process, 
no single chemical compound was more active than molyb- 
denum sulphide. Part IT dealt with the practical aspects 
of the use of the catalyst, including the selection of a suit- 
able support and the method of its preparation. The present 
Report—Part IlI—deals with the effect of a number of 
variable factors on the working of a continuous hydrogena- 
tion-cracking plant. ;

OVERSEA TRADE IN JUNE 


he report on oversea trade of Australia for June 1937 
recently made available by the Commonwealth Statistician, 
Canberra, shows that imports of merchandise in June 1937 
amounted to £stg.8,389,000, as compared with £stg.6,624,000 
in June 1936, an increase of £stg.1,765,000 (26-6 per cent.), 
while exports of merchandise were valued at £stg.7,399,000, 
as compared with £stg.5,451,000, an _ increase of 
£stg.1,948,000 (35:7 per cent.). 

Imports of merchandise for the year ended June 1937 were 
valued at £3tg.90,485,000, as compared with £stg.83,521,000 
for the year ended June 1936, an increase of £stg.6,964,000 
(8:3 per cent.), while exports of merchandise were valued 
at £stg.116,658,000, as compared with £stg.98,064,000, an 
increase of £stg.18,594,000 (19:0 per cent.). 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


An unfavourable commodity balance of trade amounting 
to £stg.990,000 was recorded in June 1937 as compared with 
an unfavourable commodity balance of £stg.1,173,000 in 
June 1936. Including bullion and specie the unfavourable 
balance in June 1937 was £stg.175,000 as compared with 
an unfavourable balance of £stg.486,000 in June 1936. 

For the year ended June 1937 the favourable commodity 
balance was £stg.26,173,000, an increase of £stg.11,630,000 
over the favourable balance of £stg.14,543,000 for the year 
ended June 1936. Including bullion and specie the favour- 
able balance was £stg.35,657,000 against a favourable 
balance of £stg.23,655,000 in the previous year.

BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE CONDITIONS AND CROP PROSPECTS 


Trade conditions generally are satisfactory for the time 
of year. 

In Barbados the weather continues to be dry in the main, 
but cable advices of 11 September indicate that there have 
been good rains in certain areas. 

The 1936-37 Jamaican sugar crop has just been completed 
with an outturn of 106,602 tons. Shipments of bananas for 
the year to the end of July amounted to 15,772,542 stems, 
as against 9,309,976 stems for the corresponding period of 
last year. It is estimated that the new pimento crop will 
be late and small. The market for ginger and honey remains 
quiet. 

In Trinidad the young sugar canes are looking well and 
prospects for the coming crop appear good. Sugar exports 
for the year to the end of June amounted to 110,087 tons, 
as compared with 114,397 tons for the corresponding period 
of last year. Weather conditions for the coming cocoa crop 
have been satisfactory, but it is reported that ‘‘ witch- 
broom ”’ is spreading. Activity in the oil industry is being 





———_____ 
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maintained. Exports of mineral oils for the year to the 
end of June amounted to 244,865,200 gallons, as compared 
with 210,895,363 gallons for the same period of 1936. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, it j 
expected that the Antigua sugar crop will yield 32,000 tons, 
St. Kitts has experienced good rains during August, but the 
sugar canes are still low for this time of year. The rainfal] 
in Grenada is reported to be below average for this season 
of the year. Arrowroot exports from St. Vincent for the 
seven months to the end of July were 19,269 barrels, an 
increase of 994 barrels over the corresponding period of 
1936. 


In British Guiana the weather continues to be favourable 
for the growing crops. Some of the sugar factories are stil] 
grinding but with results not quite up to estimates. Pre. 
vious heavy rains have affected rice planting in some areag 
but it is estimated that results will be about average. Shi : 
ments of bauxite for the year to 31 July were 166,654 tons 
as against 97,338 tons for the corresponding period of 1996, 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


CANADA 
FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples and pears to various United 
Kingdom ports between 9 and 15 September :—Apples, 
77,075 barrels, 13,734 half-barrels, 2,740 hampers and 21,620 
boxes ; pears, 9,090 boxes, 500 hampers, 471 baskets, and 12 
half-barrels. 


Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to 10 September totalled 47,889 barrels, 6,124 
half-barrels and 6,062 boxes, as compared with 3,527 barrels, 
1,043 half-barrels and 1,780 boxes during the corresponding 
period last season.

Local maize markets are firmer owing to the absence of 
selling pressure. 

The new season’s wool clip is estimated at about 
276,900,000 lbs., as compared with about 262 million Ibs. 
lat season. The wool is expected to be sound and well 
grown. The opening sale at Port Elizabeth on 8 Septem- 
ber was disappointing owing to holders’ reluctance to test 
the market, but at the opening sales at Cape Town on 13 Sep- 
tember there was a more favourable clearance. Later sales 
at both centres are improving, although prices are showing 
an easier tendency. Mohair is slightly firmer and winter 
hair is selling freely at 26d. 

There is a fair demand for hides, and large supplies of 
merino sheepskins are selling readily, but prices are 
slightly weaker. Capeskins are in demand on American 
account. Goatskins are unchanged, but Angoras dearer in 
sympathy with the firmer tendency of mohair. 

Demand for ostrich feathers is weaker. 

A slight improvement is apparent in supplies of wattle 
bark, but prices are unchanged. The extract market is 
steady. 

The sugar crop is estimated at 476,400 short tons. 

Trade in wholesale and retail soft goods is steady, with 
4 slight upward tendency. The secondary industries at 
Cape Town are quieter, but activity elsewhere is being main- 
tamed and the general position remains favourable. 


WOOL AND MOHAIR MOVEMENTS, 
JULY—AUGUST 


The Trade Commissioner in London for the Union of 
South Africa has received the following information con- 
cerning the markets for South African wool from 1 July to 
31 August :— 

Wool received into store from 1 July to the end of last 
month, 21,001 bales; unsold wool in store at the end of 
August, 23,522 bales; sold wool in store then awaiting ship- 
ment, 18,852 bales; total shipments of greasy wool from 
1 July to 31 August, 25,915 bales; total shipments of scoured 
wool, 4,419 bales; offered and sold at auction since the 
beginning of the season, nil; total disposals (auction sales, 
Private treaty sales and shipments) since 1 July to 
31 August, 8,803 bales. ,

After the unseasonal regression in the month of July 
there was a remarkable advance in exports. The total turn- 
over of trade amounted to 2,076 million crowns, as against 
1,706 million crs. in July and 1,279 million crs. in August 
1936. Import trade in goods alone rose from 832 million 
crs. in July to 931 million crs. in August, while exports in- 
creased in a higher degree from 874 million crs. in July to 
1,145 million crs. in August. The turnover figure for 
August is a month’s record for 1937, and for August of every 
year since 1930.

Branches, mandatories, representatives and commission 
agents in Turkey of firms established in other countries, are 
required to obtain a ‘‘ contractor’s certificate ’’ in order to 
be able to submit tenders on behalf of their principals. 


** SpecraL’’ AND ‘‘ GENERAL’? CERTIFICATES 

The certificates in question are of two kinds: special cer- 
tificates, which will be issued by local: or Government 
authorities for presentation in connection with a specified 
contract, the estimated value of which falls between 
£1.5,000 and £T.10,000; and general certificates issued by 
the Council of Public Works in the Ministry vf Public 
Works, which will be valid for two years and must accom- 
pany any tender for work to be executed, the value of which 
exceeds £'1'.10,000. 

In order to facilitate the issue and renewal—and if neces- 
sary the cancellation—of contractor’s certificates, the 
Ministry of Public Works will keep a register of contractors. 

The certificates issued by the Ministry of Public Works 
0 contractors registered at the Ministry will constitute a 
proof of general competence and probity, but will not take 
the place of certificates of technical skill or certificates given 
lor the successful execution of specialised work. In the

GENERAL INCREASE OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 

A French Decree of 25 August, introducing various 
further measures for the protection of the French ‘merchant 
marine, provided that, in order to cover the expenses 
of these measures, the general increase of Customs duties 
which was made for the purpose in 1934 (see the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal’? of 23 August 1934, pages 322-3) 
should be raised from 4 per cent. to 5 per cent. A further 
Decree, dated 31 August, stipulated that this increase 
should be effected by raising the general increase of Customs 
duties made in July last from 13 to 14 per cent. in respect 
of a list of goods to be fixed by Decree.

IMPORT OF MOTOR CAR LAMPS 


A Law of 14 August 1936 provided for the prohibition 
of the importation into and sale in France of motor vehicle 
lamps other than those whose use had been approved under 
regulations to be prescribed by subsequent Order. These 
regulations, which prescribe the types of lamp which will 
be regarded as motor vehicle lamps and the conditions 
to which these will be required to conform, have now been 
published in a Decree of 3 September which will become 
effective on 10 November.

For men, youths and boys—Duty on the most highly 
taxed tissue used in making up increased by 30 per 
cent., but not less than 15 per cent. ad valorem. 
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For women, girls and children : 

(a) Lingerie sets, linen yokes (empiécements), 
scarves, etc., collars, cuffs, and fronts of all 
kinds—15 per cent. ad valorem. 

(b) Other—Duty on the most highly taxed tissue 
used in making up increased by 30 per cent., 
but not less than 30 per cent. ad valorem. 

Other (table, toilet, bed, furnishing or kitchen linen, 
etc.) : 

(a) & (b) Kitchen linen and towels—Duty on the 
most highly taxed tissue used in making 
up increased by 10 per cent. 

(c) Other articles—15 per cent. ad valorem. 


Tariff No. 460 H. 
Handkerchiefs not specified nor included elsewhere in the 
Tariff :— 

(a) Handkerchiefs with embroidery forming one or two 
initials without ornamentation or one initial with 
ornamentation, the whole not exceeding 10 per 
cent. of the width of the handkerchief with hem 
of all kinds—15 per cent. ad valorem. 

(b) Other—Duty on the most highly taxed tissue used 
in making up increased by 2 fr. per dozen, but 
not less than 20 per cent. ad valorem. 


LICENCE TAXES ON CERTAIN FRUIT 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” of 17 September contains a 
Decree, dated 15 September, which halves the licence taxes 
on dessert apples and pears (ex Tariff No. 84A) imported 
into France under licence or quota certificate until 30 Sep- 
tember 1938, the new rates being, therefore, 24 frs. per 100 
kilogs. for pears and 16 frs. per 100 kilogs. for apples. 


This reduction is made in conformity with an Exchange 
of Notes between France and the United States of America, 
dated 19/25 August, which contain also certain other pro- 
visions intended to ensure the full utilisation of the United 
States quota for apples and pears in France. 


IMPORT OF FISH 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 24 September announces 
that imports of fresh or frozen bass, brill, sturgeon, grey 
mullet, red mullet, sole, surmullet and turbot into France 
from the United Kingdom may be resumed as from that 
date. 


GERMANY 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON HOPS (AGREEMENT 
WITH CZECHOSLOVAKIA) 


An Exchange of Notes, dated 31 July 1937, between the 
German and Czechoslovak Governments, renews for a further 
period of twelve months (i.e. until 31 August 1938) the 
validity of the reduced rate of Customs duty of /0 Reichs- 
marks per 100 kilogs. (gross weight) for hops (No. 30 of the 
German Customs Tariff) provided for by the German- 
Czechoslovak Agreement of 6 October 1932 [see the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal’’ of 3 November 1932 (page 656)]. As 
before, this reduced rate of duty is only granted on the 
basis of a certificate issued by the head German Customs 
Office at Berlin-Charlottenburg and will be applicable only 
to such quantities of hops as may, under the provisions of 
the order of 21 August 1931, relating to the use of home- 
grown hops, be used by German breweries during the brew- 
ing year 1937-38. 


POLAND 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON CHEESE 
WITH FINLAND) 


An Exchange of Notes, dated 17 July 1937, between the 
Polish and Finnish Governments renews for a further period 
of twelve months (i.e. until 31 July 1938) the validity of 
the reduced rate of Customs duty of 70 zlotys per 100 kilogs. 
(ex No. 128 of the Polish Customs Tariff) for Swiss cheeses 
(so-called) and soft cheeses without hard rind, in original 
packing, called L’Avenir, Valio, Windjammer, Mercur, La 
Fayette and Koskenlaskija, provided for by the Polish- 
Finnish Agreement of 16 July 1936 [see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal ”’ of 22 October 1936 (page 601)]. 


(AGREEMENT 
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IMPORT LICENCES 


A Circular, dated 31 August 1937, issued by the Polish 
Ministry of Finance, gives notice that the Polish Minist 
of Industry and Commerce have indicated that import 
licences are not required by them in respect of remnants anj 
waste of goods, used packing materials and unusable pary 
of vessels, their equipment or utensils, removed from th 
vessels to the shore. 


TURKEY 
SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’ of 5 August 1937, H.M, 
Representative reports that a further Decree, No. 2/7276, 
has been issued by the Turkish Government containing 
certain corrections to the lists attached to Decree No. 2/7905.

Table 1. Increases in Duty 
Tariff No. 115 (B) and (C).—The increased duty applies 
only to felts weighing more than 130 grammes per 
square metre.

Tariff No, 102.—The reductions in duty on woollen yarns 
will be applied to doubled or twisted yarns also if 
each separate strand of which the yarn is composed 
is of a count finer than No. 20. 

Tariff ex No. 451.—The reduction in duty is not applied 
to rubberised tarpaulins. 

Tariff ex No. 698.—This item is deleted from Table II 
as rice oil falls under Tariff No. 695D and is dutiable 
at £T1-00 per 100 kgs. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
EXCISE TAX ON COAL 


With reference to the notice in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 24 March under the above heading, the Board 
of Trade have received a copy of a United States Treasury 
Decision [T.D. 49118] which states that coal, coke made 
from coal, and coal or coke briquets imported from the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics during the period from 
6 August to 31 December 1937 will not be subject to the 
tax of 10 cents per hundred pounds provided for in section 
601 (c) (5) of the Revenue Act of 1932.

From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
ete., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are invited to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country. It is also important that they should 
make a point of their representatives abroad keeping in 
close touch with the Department’s officers. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 


The Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of the information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners or Imperial or other Trade Correspondents in 
the British Empire, and to the Commercial Diplomatic 
or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it is gener- 
ally advisable to communicate in the first instance with the
